both foreign and Chinese bankers, the 
advance in the rates of interest has 
been due solely to the action of 
Chinese speculators in money and 
Mexican dollars. In order to bring 
about a fictitions scarcity of mons, 
these porsons effected atvangementa 
with some of their own financiers and 
some of the foreign exchange banks, 
by which seventeon lacs of tacls of 
sycee were, what we may call, with. 
drawn from circulation in the native 
money market, Of that amount the 
foreign, banks withdrew ten lacs, and 
ing of 
speculators paying interest at the rate 
of six per cont. por annum, at all events 
to the exchange banks. We have no 
reliable information as to what was 
paid to the Chinese bankers for the 
services which they rendered, bat no 
doubt it was quite as high as that given 
to their foreign brethren. The exchange 
banks did not undertake not to use the 
money for which they receive six par 
cent. per aunum in their dealings with 
foreign merchants, but that none of it 
should be lent out to Chinese. The 
effect of this friendly arrangement was,- 
that the rates of interest among natives 
were about thirty per cont. per annum 
for some days, The Chinese have 








1;| borrowed money from those foreign 


banks which were not parties to the 
“lock up,” and from merchants, ab 
rates approaching to these high fignres, 
and have been compelled to pay about 
three times as much for the facilities 
they required, as, in the circumstances 
of our money market, appear to be 
reasonable. We do not feel munch 
concerned for this; but it is different 
when we consider what the effect of 
this maucenvre of the China specula. 
tors, aided by some of the foreign 
banks, has been on our own trade, 
Importers have been unable to got 
the goods which they had sold, paid 
for, at contract dates;‘and at the 
same time they have found it difficult, 
if not impossible, to make further 
sales, Chinese dealers were unable 
to effect clearances of goods, while some 
of their own bankers were locking up 
their fands, and others were compelled 
to borrow at from twenty-five to thirty 
per cent. per annum in order to fulfil ° 
their engagements. And this at a time 
when the supply of money was, at 
least, quite adequate to meet all legiti- 
mate demands. Tho fact that some 
of the exchange banks wore ready to 
lock up a very large portion of their 
funds, in consideration of interest ab 
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six per -cont. per annum being paid to 
them, shows that they were well- 
provided with money. When the man- 
agera entered into the arrangement 
with the’ Chinese speculators, they no 
doubt expected that the course of 
exchange would be upwards, bat the 
fall in the prices of silver in London 
has put an end to these hopes ; 
‘at all “events for the present. And 
in the meantime remitters have 
Guffered loss and inconvenience, while 
‘thie trade in imports:has also'been very: 
much hampered. And, when tho 
‘margin of profits is small, as has been 
the case in our trade for a long time 
‘past, ib is a serious thing when these 
are diminished or imporilled, as they 
have been this last week. It would 
scarcely be possible for a section, or 
clique, of native bankers to produce 
the same effect on any other consider. 
‘able money market in the Hast, as they 
can and have done here on this and 
several preceding occasions. In India 
‘the presidency Banks, by their lending 
power, would render a cornor in money 
impossible, And-though the circum. 
stances of the Hongkong money market 
are somewhat similar to ours, in having 
only exchange Banke, there is no such 
speculation there in Moxican dollars 
‘a8 leads one part of the Chinese bankers 
“to operate largely for a rise and the 
other for a fall. Foreign merchants 
there are not subjected to incon- 
senience or loss from the capricious 
or interested movements of Chineso 
speculators, and we feel sure it would 
be better if the trade of this port were 
not injured by their gambling opera 
tions, as it is every now and then. It 
is, of course, impossible to ascertain 
with any accuracy whether those 
‘Chinese, who brought about the di 
turbed condition of our money market 
during last week, have succeeded in 
their object. Judging from the steadi- 
‘ness in the daily quotations of clean 
Mexican dollars, we should be inclined 
to think that they have failed, unless 
their sole aim was to prevent a rise in 
their price. At the present time the 
Stock of Mexican dollars is large, and, 
from the limited business which has 
been done in sill since the commence- 
ment 6f the season, they have uot 
been purchased recently, to any great 
extent, by coautry dealers. Qhineso 
‘speonlators here have lately purchased 
‘ilk in considerable quantities, at prices 
which foreigners regard as very high, 
and: 
the price of dollars, so as to prevont their 
being bonght at cheaper rates for invest- 
ment in silk in the interior. Thus the 
struggle between the“bulls” and “bears” 
of dollars, brought about a disarrange- 
ment in our money market, and incon- 
venience to merchants during the last 
week, Our produce markets have not 
been affected by the stringency in 
money. The stock of silk here is large 
and is held for higher prices than 
most buyers will give, and tea though 
said to be cheaper than it bas been 
before, is 60, because of the condition

of the London market. But had the 
silver market kept firm in London, 
the lock up of syoee on which we have 
been commenting, would undoubtedly 
have broaght abont a higher rate of 
exchange than buyers of tea had 
calculated on, and we think they will 
agree with us that they should be 
spared any risk of loss in exchange 
produced by causes which aroextraneous. 
to the proper business of the port. 
When an artificial tightness in our 
/money market was brought about last 
year, both import and export merchouts 
suffered loss.

Mr. P, A. Dmitrewsky, of His Imperial 
Russian Majesty's Legation at Peking, 
took charge of the Russian Consulate here 
on Wednesday last. 

The sudden death of the Rev. E. Klitzke, 
Pastor of the German community and 
Superintendent of the Berlin Foundling- 
House, Bethesda, cast a gloom over ‘a 
considerable portion of the foreign com- 
munity. ‘The funeral took place on the 
4th inst. ‘The inmates of the Foundling: 
House and a number of German ladies and 
gentlemen, representing every German firm 
here, assembled at 4 p.m. in the new chapel 
of the Foundling-House, where the coffin, 
with the lid removed, was laid out in front 
of the altar. The Rev. W. Louis, the 
Senior Missionary of the Rhenish Mission, 
conducted the usual service by reading the 
liturgy of the Lutheran Church. After the

sermon and benediction the nearest friends 
of the deceased gathered round the coffin 


and the grave-clothes. were removed from 


the face of the dead for a moment to allow 
them a last sight of the departed. The 


coffin was then closed, and, covered with , 


wreaths, conveyed to the hearse, In 
the procession which followed the body to 
the grave we noticed Mossrs, Hoppius, 
Beyer, Reiners, Dr, Clouth, and Dr, 
Gerlach, and all the leading mombers of 
the German community, whilst “His 
Excellency the Governor was represented 
by his Private Secretary, Dr. Eitel, and 
his A.D.C., Lieutenant Cox, The proces- 
sion, ‘which was en route. joined by the 
German Consul, Mr, ‘Travers, and somo 
other German gentlemen who had specially 
come from Canton, alsosby most of the 
German and Danish captains of the vessels 
in harbour, and by a considerable number 
of non-German residents, was followed by 
alarge number of Chineso, men and women, 
and extended toa very considerable length, 
testifying to the high regard the deceased 
was held in by almost every section of 
the Hongkong community. At the gate of 
the Cemetery the procession was headed 
by the Rev. R. Lechlor, the Senior 
Missionary of the Basol Mission, and 
conducted to the grave, where, after the 
usual prayers had been read by Mr. Lechler, 
the German Liedertafel, under its talented 
conductor, Dr. Clouth, sang Gdethe's 
touching funeral dirge, “Unter allen 
Wipfeln ist Rub.” Mr. Lechler delivered a 
briof but soul-stirring addressin his homely, 
simple way, after which the Liedertafel 
sang the well-known hymn, “Wei soi so 
sanft ruhn.” ‘The whole service was highly 
impressive and will, as the decoaged him- 
self, be long held in vivid remombrance by 
the whole German community. ‘The’Rev. 
E. Klitzke arrived here in 1867 to superin- 
tend the Borlin Fonndling-House and to 
serve as Pastor to the German residents 
here, He gained the respect and confidence 
of all who came near him. The extension 
of the Foundling-House and tho newly- 
built Gorman Chapel testify to the success 
of his labours. Last Sunday, though 
suffering from fever and dysentery, he 
conducted the usual services in the morning 
and preached with his accustomed vigour, 
after which he went to his study and was 
found there dead shortly afterwards. A 
stroke of paralysis of the heart had put a 
premature ending to a useful life.—Daily 
Press, ‘ 

Yesterday was the 92nd anniversary of 
the capture of the Bastille, aid in’ accord- 
ance with instriietions received from the 
‘Home Government, the event for: the first 
time was officially celebrated in. tho 
French Concession. During the day tho 
MLM. Co.'s steamer Saghalien, the French 
sailing vessel Pacifique, and the Chinese 
Revenue cruiser Kwashing displayed bunt- 
ing. In the evening the entire length of 
the French Bund from the Yang-king-pang 
Bridge to the City was illuminated with 
Chinese lauterns, and plain and orna- 
mental gas jets at irregular intervals, 
while here and there were white-painted 
poles about twenty feet high, each bearing 
ashield, encircled with national flags, while 
each pole was surmounted by a tri-colour. 
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‘The ‘shislds bore tho letters “RAF.” 
(Republique Frangaise) painted in red on 
a yellow ground ; and'the same .two letters 
wore also prominent features in the gas 
illumination along the Bund. The Muni- 
cipal offices, tho’ Consulate-General, the 
Messageries Maritime Company's offices, 
the Post office, and their respective 
compounds, were illuminated with great 
brilliance, and the Chinese and foreign 
_ ongs on the Bund all more or less joined 
in ‘the "display, but with less profusion. 
‘The Bund and the Rue du Consulat were 
crowded with Chinese throughout. the 
evening and till past midnight, and in 
‘consequence it was scarcely a pleasure to 
foreigners, particularly pedestrians, to 
walk along these thoroughfares to inspect 
thé various sights to be From the 
river the effect of the illuminations was 
grand, and they could also be seen to 
great advantage from some of the buildings 
on the English Bund, ‘The Saghalien was 
tho only vessel that made any display on the 
river in the evening, and, as an American 
| would say, she looked really pretty, a lino of 
lnnterna in regular sections of red, white 
and blue, extending along the ontiro longth 
of her bulwarks and down tho gangways. 
In the English Settlement the Comptoir 
D'Escompte, the residence of Dr. Pichon, 
and the ‘French stores in the Nanking 
Road were illuminated, and attracted 
crowds of wondering Chinese during the 
evening. Everything passed off satis- 
factorily, no accidents ‘or fires being 
roported. *

way at Shanghai, but a violent opposi- 
tion was ‘taised ‘to’ the scheme and we 
‘were compelled to withdraw it. You will 
Perhaps, Sir, be surprised to hear that the 
opposition did not come from the Chinese, 
Tt came from foreigniérs in that Settlement, 
which iscalled a modelone, and which claims 
to be tlio most’ progredsive on the China 
coast. We wore not met by-tho old well- 
known arguments of & class interest of the 
most obstructive monopolists. ‘The oppo- 
sition came from the influential class who 
ride in carriages. Sir, I venture to say it 
in seldom necessary to legislate for the 
special’ interests of those who ride in 
carriages, They are well able to take care 
of themealy. 

A supporter of the Tramway scheme, 
who signs himself “Exfoliated Cuticle,” 
sends us the following :—Cénning your 
Thursday's Daily’ News, I amused myself 
by analysing the voting lists in re tram- 
way. I found that by reducing the

Some of the Japaneso 
‘sailors, we hear, while in a state of 
intoxication, assaulted some Chinese in the 
Broadway, anda crowd soon collected. The 
Chinese seemed determined to retaliate, 
and the Japanese ‘retreated into the Old 
Dock premises, where they renewed the 





attack by throwing coal, stones, and pieces 





of wood over the wall into the Broadway; 
the missiles dropping. among: tho crowd, 
‘Two or three Chinese had their heads rather 
badly cut, and others were slightly injured. 
While the row was going on it was unsafo 
to pass the Old Dock promises, and 
the atroct was soon lined with specta- 
tors, among whom were several foreigners, 
including three or four ladies. Even- 
tually a foreigner succeeded in quieting 
the Japanese, and when this was effected 
a constable appeared on the scone and 
marched one of the offenders off to the 
Police Station, ae i 

About half-past twelve o’clock on Sunday 
last a petty mandarin, accompanied ‘by 
one of his soldiers, visited a second-hand 
shop on the Yang-king-pang Creek, for the 
purpose of purchasing some cartridges for 
his revolver. He went into the establish- 
ment and the soldier remained ‘at the door. 
The mandarin, it seems, was allowed by one 
of the aasistents'to take some cartridges 
out of a show case, and he put one of 
them in the cylinder of his revolver, 
which he placed on the’ counter. ’’Just 
then the shop-keoper, who had: been ‘to 
an adjoining house, came in, and ‘on’ the 
would-be purchaser obaerving’ that the 
cartridge with which hé’had just’ loadéa 
the revolver (a repeater) soomed to'be too 
large and that-he could not extract it, the 
former undertook to do so." He accord- 
ingly took up the weapon, and proceoded 
to fulfil his’ promise, holding the. muzzle 
of the revolver’ somewhat downwards, 
towards the counter. . Unfortunately ‘the 
cartridge exploded, and the billet; glancing 
from the counter, entered the ‘neck of' the’ 
soldier, who was’ still standing in’ ‘the 
doorway. Ho was at onco!taken’to’ the 
Shanitung Road’ Hospital,’ where’ it was 
found that the bullot had entered tho middle 
lino of the neck, passed straight backwards 
through tle windpipe, and : buried itvelt 
deep in the tissues, in @ position: which 
rendered its extraction impossible ;"'and 
the unfortunate man died the’:following 
day. ‘The shopkeeper was arrested andj 
in an appearances’ af: the Mixed’ Couxtron 
Monday, and was remanded; * 

‘Monday night the first moonlight parade 
of' the season’ of the Shaiighiii” Voluntoor 
Corps took place under thé 1iicst favourable 
possible circtimstatices, ‘so far’ ab Weathir 
Waa concerned, Shoitly after ains o'clock 
fifteen or twenty members of ‘thie Shavighiit 
HT ight Horse, headed by Captain Kesvwia 
left the Municipal Compotind.” Following 
them came a dozen of those who form the

members of No. 1.Co., Mih-ho-loong Rifles, 
in charge of Lieut. Morrison, while Gaptain 
Harvie brought up the rear with twenty- 
three files of No, 2 Co. All arms of the 
service were reinforced as they proceeded 
up the Maloo and along the Bubbling Well 
Road. After drill on the back road, they 
proceeded to Oliver’s bungalow and had 
refreshments, returning to the Settlement 
shortly after midnight. 

‘The Shanghai Monthly Missionary. Con- 
ference met at the residence of the Rev. 
A. P. Parker on Tuesday afternoon at 
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half-past five o'clock. Owing to an altera- 
tion in the usual course followed on these 
occasions, the attendance was mot very 
large. Thé subject for consideration was 
an official document received through the 
instrumentality of the American Minister, 
Mr. Angell, from the Tsung-li Yamén, 
in reference, to levying taxes on native 
Christians for idolatrous purposes. Mr. 
Angell writes, to quote the words of the 
document :—“In 1862 (Tung Chih, 1st 
moon), an Order was issued by his 
Imperial Highness, Prince Kung, exempting 
Chinese converts to the Roman Catholic 
faith from assessments for defraying the 
expenses of certain heathen ceremonies. 
I recently asked that the samo exemption 
might be secured to Protestant Chinese 
converts. I have received from Prince 
Kung a reply granting my request, and 
enclosing a communication from the Tsung- 
li Yamén to the Provincial authorit 
in which they are directed to consider 
the decroe above referred to as apply- 
ing to Protestant Chinese as well as 
to Roman Catholics.” The document 
then goes on to quote from the Order of 
1862, This document has been sent by 
the Tsung-li Yamén to all the Governors 
and Governors-general throughout the 
Enpire, calling on them to see it enforced, 
‘Tho meeting expressed their hearty 
approval of the action taken by thp 
American Minister, and the Secretary was 
requested to convey the thanks. of the 
meeting to Mr. Angell, through Consul 
Donny.— Temperance Union. 

‘We hear that a telegram was received 
‘on Sunday to the effect that there was very 
little domand in London for the Loudoun 
Castle's tea, which was selling at from 8}d. 
to 9d. por Ib. 

Another telogram was received on Tues- 
day stating that the common teas shipped 
by the Glenfruin wore selling in London 
at 8d. por pound. 

From tho chairman’s speech at the 
meeting of the P. & 0. Company, it 
appears that the Company intend to run 
through steamers for tho China trade, 
which announcement we doubt not will 
causo a large amount of satisfaction. The 
‘Company have entered into a contract with 
Messrs. Oaird & Co., of Greenock, for the 
construction of two steamers, to be built 
of steel, of 4,500 tons register each, and 
800-horso power nominal. Including these 
and the Rome, which was launched on, the 
4th ult., the Company have now nine 
steamers building, aggregating 40,000 tons. 

Private advices received on the 10th inst. 
from Tientsin mention that the C.MLS.N. 
Co.’siteamer Haeting left that port forShan- 
hai Kuan on Thursday last to bring back 
some of the troops stationed there, as it was 
supposed, to Hankow. It was expected 
that the Haean would be despatched on a 
similar errand on her arrival at Tien- 
tsin, Dissatisfaction is said to be preva- 
lent among the soldiers, on the ground 
that they are out of money,” and they 
are also believed to bo dissatisfied at 
being ordered home so soon, when they 
had understood that they were to serve 
three years. It is further reported that 
they havo killed one of the officials, and 
that all the steamers of the 0.M.S.N. Co., 
except the Fungsliun and Pautah, aro likely 











to be employed in. transporting them to|_ 


their native province. 

At an extraordinnary general meeting 
of the shareholders in the Shanghai ‘and 
Hongkew Wharf Company, held at the 
Shanghai Club on the 17th of March’ last, 
the insufficiency of godown accommoda- 
tion at the wharves was mooted, and 
a portion of a large sum of money was 
set apart to increase it. The Company, 
we believe, have done their best to 
meet the demand for accommodation at 
their disposal. Still, however, cases have 
been brought to our knowledge in which 
steamers have been. unable to discharge 
at the wharf, or have their cargoes stored 
in the godowns. A marked example of this 
took place on Wednesday, when we noticed 
that the fine new steamer Bothwell. Castle, 
belonging to Messrs. Skinner & Co., for 
whom Messrs. Adamson, Bell ‘& Co. are 
Agents in Shanghai, had to discharge into 
‘Messrs, Wheelock & Co,’s godowns at 
Pootung. This was done, we believe, solely 
to prevent delay in the despatch of the 
vessel, as “time in these days of keen 
competition is money.” It is said that 
there is such. pressure on the business 
of the Hongkew (Associated) Wharf 
Company, that the steamer was unable to 
get accommodation at their wharf for a 
week, and also that the Wharf’s godowns 
aro all full of cargo. 

With regard to the loss of the «. 
America, reported in our last issue, 
wo learn that the captain, officers 
and crew left the vessel in lat. 34° 
10’ N,, long. 128° 8’ E., about 170 miles 
N. by E. } E. from Shaweishan Island, 
The junk Sung Ohee-ah, which rescued 
them, was of about 3,000 piculs capacity, 
and bound from Newchwang to Ningpo, 
with a cargo of bean-cake. She had a crow 
of about twenty men on board, all told, 
who tréated the thirty-two who came 
off the sinking steamer with the greatest 
possible kindness, offering even to share 
their beds with them. The weather for 
the first five or six days was cloudy with 
heavy rains and fog, with strong contrary 
winds; the last day or two the sun shone 
very fiercely. ‘The water did not rise high 
‘enough in the steamer to put the engine fires 
out for more than 24 hours after the steamer 
struck. Advices from Chefoo announce 
the safo arrival there of the German barque 
Minnie, with the lady passenger taken off 
the America anid the steward-in charge of 
the personal property of the captain and 
officers transferred from the steamer. 

Messrs, MacGregor, Gow & Co.'s steamer 
Glenfruin arrived in London on the 
‘morning of the 8th inst. She left Hankow 
ata on the 28th of May, and Woosung 
at midnight on the 30th. She arrived at 
Singapore at 8.30 a.m. on the 7th of June 
and left that port at 4 p.m. Supposing 
her to have arrived in London at 6 
am. on the 8th July, she has made 
the trip from Woosung in 38 days 6 houzs. 
The Loudown Castle took 38 days 18 hours, 
and the Glencoe, if she arrived in London 
at Gam. on the 30th June, has taken 36 
days, 173 hours. 

‘A correspondent sends us the following 
memorandum of the passages of the three 
first steamers in this year's tea race from 
Hankow to London :— 
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Tho Hankow, Woosung and Singapore 
times aro reliable, but the London dates 
cannot -be relied on—neither of the 
“Glons” having wired their exact time of 
arrival in London, and we have therefére 
put thom as arriving at 6 a.m,; the Loudoun 
Castle was wired a8 arrived at 2 p.m. It” 
must be borne in mind that the steamers 
gain eight hours on this Homoward trip— 
this has to be added to the above totals to 
find the actual timeoccupied. Itwill be most 
interesting to compare the steaming timé, 
On receipt of the particulars from Home 
wo hope to lay the exact dates before our 
readers in tho samo form as last year, 

‘Tho Catholic Register says :—* Startling 
news reaches us from the Portuguese Colony 
of Timor.

This and other similar facts aro 
highly derogatory to the class of peoplo 
from which colonial Governors are chosen 
by the Lisbon Government, Much stréss 
was laid by Mr. Bastos, of Macao, in 
his recent pamphlet on the Portugueso 
method of picking up Governors from the 
rank and file, and attributing “to it 
the many social jevils the Portuguese 
colonies até suffering. Colonial Governors, 
be they from the Military or the Navy 
or the Bar, would not dare to exceed their 
authority a tenth part that they are now 
doing if they are not in almost every 
instance quite confident that their conduct 
will be upheld in Lisbon, therefore all blame 
must be laid at the door of the Lisbon 


‘Government for pursuing such an unprin- 


cipled policy. We understand that His 
Excellency Senhor Graga not having taken. 
the necessary steps in the matter, his 
lordship the Bishop of Macao has placed 
himself in telegraphic communiestion with 
the Lisbon Government.

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THE TRAMWAY QUESTION, 


i 
In deference to a generally expressed 
opinion amonget residents in Shanghai, 
who for the most part were individuals 
interested but slightly in land, and 
many of whom could acarcely bo said 
to be deeply concerned in the mercan- 
tile prosperity of the place, the 
promoters of the Tramways scheme, 
brought before the meeting of 
Ratepayers on Monday, decided not 
to ask for powers to run along the 
Bund. It was porhaps well that: this 
determination should have been arrived 
at, not that we in any way disapprove 
of the Bund Tramway, but that it is 
well that all classes of the commanity 
should be in one accord, and that no 
attempt at class legislation should 
seem to find favour, It has, wo think, 
been too much the custom in Shanghai 
to decry tho. present system of local 
government as giving undue advan- 
tage to holders of property, yot 
whenever the test has beon applied 
and ® measure on which the public at 
large were concerned has arisen, the 
boily of voters, oven as nt present 
constituted, have always seemed to 
rogard themselves aa in a great measure 
the representatives of public opinion, 
and have not failed to give their votes 
accordingly, We do uot from this 
mean to argue that the present system 
is porfect, or affords the due amount of 
representation that the wolfare of the 
place demands. The contrary has been 
aokuowledged by the present constitu. 
enoy,, who tho amended Land 
Regulations havedone what was possible 
for them to do towards tie amendment 
of an anomalous condition of affairs, 
What we do imply from one or two 
recent decisions, arrived at by the 
presont body of voters, is that publio 
opinion permeates’ the entire body 
politic, and that a class of voters 
unduly restricted aro yet found on 
the most important subjects to be 
at one with the general feeling 
of the community, For ourselves, 
wo hope that the anomaly will 
soon be removed, and that the 
efforts of the Committee formed to 
reviso the Land Regulations may 
meet with that success which the 
attention and labour they devoted to 
the revision deserve, Like the present 
body of voters, the Committee was not 
selected on any elaborate or abstruse 
system. ‘Ten gentlemen supposed to 
be fairly intelligent, and to be fair 
representatives of public opinion, were 
selected by the Council, and these ten, 60 
far as in their power lay, devoted that 
time aud attention to the matter in 
hand which might have been reasonably 
expected of them. Points were dis- 
cussed and re-disoussed ; every oppor- 
tanity was taken of sounding opinions 
outside, and a code, which if not perfect 
was still an advance on the present, 
was devised, The feeling which 























actuated the Committee seems now to 
prevail amongst the body of Rate- 
payers entitled to vote, and the result 
is geen in the withdrawal of a portion 
of scheme, not becanse the voters 
thonght it bad-in itself, but because as 
membersof the community they thought 
and felt that the vote given to them 
was held more or less in trust for 
the public of which they themselves 
constituted an integral part. Looking 
at tho matter of Tramways in the 
abstract, we consider it a pity that the 
opinion of the ontside public should 
have been averse to the line along 
the Band. There are advantages to 
be gained by every one in the place, 
whether directly interested in trade 
or property, or merely as residents, from 
the facilities for locomotion offered. 
‘There was little doubt that the presence 
of the Tramway and the conveniences 
of the cars would have considerably 
eased tho presont traffic along the 
Band. One tram-car, it must be 
remembered, will carry as many as 
thirty to forty jinrikebas, while the 
inconvenience to the public will prob- 
ably not bo greater than that of 
8 single trap. We must be sadly in 
want of means of locomotion if the 
presonce of tramways does not diminish 
the number of jivrikshas and wheel- 
barrows now rendering our narrow 
thoroughfares almost impassable, while 
wo imagine that the objections taken 
to their uso for Chinese passongers 
will not be greater than exist at present 
in the matter of public” jinrikebas. 
The latter aro not as cloan as they 
might be; still it is a fact that they 
aro largely availed of by foreigners. 
Tramoars we may expect to find at 
least as clean, and we have as little 
doubt will be found to answer the 
same usefal purpose. Still we aro 
glad public opinion has been mot, the 
more so as we expect to find that as 
at the first opening of railways in 
England, their most determined oppo- 
nents at the moment will be found in 
the long run their best supporters, 














Le 
Tue special medting of Ratepayers 
held on Monday discussed very fully 
the proposed introduction of tramways 
and by large majorities approved of 
the resolutions submitted by the 
promoters of the scheme. Tho 
majorities were in some measure 
obtained by the votes of absentee 
proprietors, which may have arisen 
to some extent from the arguments 
employed by the opposition having 
been more effective than the supporters 
of the original resolutions were able to 
offer. It is, however, more probable 
that the speaking at the mesting bad 
no influence on the voting, the power 
possessed by tho’ holders of largo 
numbers of proxies who were in 
favour of tramways being sufficient to 
secure a majority. This is to be 
regretted, and it is to be hoped that the 
dumb power of these votes will make 
both the Council and the promoters of 
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the tramway schemes more carefal to 
protest the rights of the public when 
they come to disouss them under the 
vague “reasonable condition” phrase in’ 
the first Resolution. Unless this is 
done to the entire satisfaction of 
resident Ratepayers and the unrepre- 
sonted public, the promoters may find 
that the support that they have received 
from many who think that the intro- 
duction of a novelty may appear to 
the Chinese to be progress, and 
have a salutary effect on the native 
mind, will be not only withdrawn, 
but go over to the opposition. “Tram. 
ways must always bea nuisance on the 
strests, and the whole public should 
receive some direot and palpable benofit 
from their introduction. We hope this 
will be cared for in the coming negotia 
tions. 

The Bund lines having been aban. 
doned in deference to public opinion, 
the route on which it is proposed to 
lay the tramways is the best that 
remained open to the promoters. It 
has also the advantege of having 
been selected by the special com- 
mittee which sat and reported on 
the whole subject in 1873, Tho 
amendment which was moved to the 
resolution in which the route was 
described, was a plea for delay on 
certain legal grounds. We should say 
that when the Council purchased por- 
tions of the land of rentera for public 
purposes, they acquired all the righta 
in the land, and that the landrentors 
could deal with such portions of the 
land as were included in the street 
in any way, that seemed to thom for 
the general good, and which was not 
opposed to the spirit of the Land 
Regulations. And this is the view 
which was taken by the mesting on 
Monday, notwithstanding that tho 
language in which Artiole VI of the 
Land Regulations is drawn seems 
to favour the view taken by the mover 
and supporter of the amendment. But 
considering the peculiar Municipal 
constitution under which we live here, 
there are good reasons why a majority, 
especially one composed to a large 
extent of proxies from absent renters, 
should not push what they may con- 
sider their rights to an extent likely to 
projadice a considerablo section of the 
community against their action. This 
was attempted in 1878 by the Woosung 
Road Company, as the six or seven 
gentlemen who then wished to obtain 
power to constroot tramways called 
themselves, but the force of public 
opinion obliged them to withdraw their 
proposals, though it was known they 
held @ majority of votes in their hands. 
The promoters of the present achemo 
have acted with more pradenco than 
the soi-disant Woosang Road Company, 
whose tactics were animadverted upon 
by Mr. Forbes, but they have withheld 
so much information, which they onght 
to have put the public in possession of, 
that they need not be surprised at their 
propositions being received with a 
certain amount of suspicion, Tho 
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Jsndrenters and the conimunity should 
‘have been: informed whether the Com- 
pany would guarantes the Municipality 
against any. diminution in the revenue 


. froma decrease in the jinriksha and 


-wheelbarrow licenses, conséquent on 
the opening of tho tramways. On 
‘other points, also, information should 
chave been given; but this concerning 
the revenue is of the first importance 
tolandrenters, their creditors and all 
résidents. 

:.Tt: is not. unlikely that the right of 
the. landrenters to alienate to a private 
Gompany a. portion of the streets of 
tho. Settlement will require to be settled 
ib.law before this, or any other, tram- 
‘way sotiemd can be carried into effect. 
And, as there are more than ono set 
of Land Regulations awaiting confirma- 
-tion by the Home Governments; as 
. the Chinese authorities are understood 
to. bo unfavonrable; those who are 
most strongly opposed to the scheme 
will probably not be troubled for a 
‘long time bythe traffic on the lines. 
In tho. meantime, tho attitude of the 
community to tramways is nearly what 
it. was. ii1872, wlien a joint stock 
Gompany was formed here to constract 
them, and the principle of the scheme 
which it proposed received the approba- 
.tion of the lindrenters.. The Company 
was unable to fulfil their prospectus and 
was wound up, and in the following 
«year the now::attempt was made, the 
failure of which was recently described 
in the Hongkong Legislative Council. 
It will requir

True it is the fire- 
bell bas not been heard for months; we 
believe, indeed, the new fire-bell bas 
never been sounded at all except as an 
experiment, but what security is there 
that it may not be heard to-night? 
“Lot it ring,” some of our readers may 
say. A few houses more or less in 
the Settlement is nothing to us, but we 
would ask some of our readers, some 
who sleep peacefully high up in the air 
far above the reach of mosquitoes aud 
almost out of hearing of the jinrikshas, 
whatthey wouldsay if thebellannounced 
afire in the basemont of their dwelling. 
There have been high honses. in tho 
Settlement from an early date, but their 
number was small. Day by day, 
however, the number increases. Not 
long ago most of our houses were but 
two-storied. It was hardly possible 
for a fire to get such possession of 
the lower part of “a house as to 
cut off all communication with the 
upper story before the inmates were 
aroused. Even if it did, » jump 
from a first floor window was by no 
means ‘certain death, but it is quite 
clear that a fire might exist, might 
almost rage, for a cousiderable time in 
the lower portions of some of the Inrge 
buildings without alarming the inbabit- 
auts of the upper floors. The placing 
of the servants in the top story instead 
of in buildings adjoining the lower 
story, as is the case in some houses, 
leaves the lower portion more secure 
against fire, but renders a fire in the 
lower part of the house more dabgerous 
should it occur, because it is less 
likely to attract attention, The 
arrangements for passing from house 
to house by the roof which are some. 
times mado in cities are impossible 
here except in one or two isolated 
cases, and in spite of all that has been 
done in the way of organizing a fire 
brigade which is highly efficient, we 
undoubtedly have in our midst’ tho 
elements. of a tragedy too horrible to 
contemplate. Most foreign houses in 
the Settlement have two independant 
staircases, but there are still maiy 
cages where in the event of « bad fire the 
inmates of the upper floors might be 
placed in a very dangerous situation. 
Fires in large foreign buildings are 
happily of rare occurrence, but should 
one take place there are absolately 
no means of rendering assistance to 
these who are above the fire aud are 
without means of exi 

This is not the first time that fire- 
escapes have been proposed in Shang- 
hai, but every day makes their exist- 
ence more and more # matter of neces- 
sity. Tho fact that we have got oi 
well enough without them hitherto is 
no argament against their introduction 
now. It would not be necessary to go 
to @ great expense in providing a large 
number. The Sottlemient is not very 
large, and a fire-escape is. light and 
can be run along the streets to a fird 

















mach faster than.an engine. In prin- 
ciple it may not differ from the ladders 





of the Hook and Ladder Company, but 
in detail it differs-to such an extent 
that it might be easily used, to rescue 
people from positions where the ladders 
of the Company would be absolately 
useless, : 

Oar object in writing is nob to 
terrify a few of our residents whose 
attention may be called to the risks 
which they run, but to draw the atten- 
tion of those who interest themselves 
in euch matters: to the growing neces- 
sity of providing moans of escape for 
persons who may be imprisoned by 
fire in the upper stories of some of 
our large houses. 








FREE TRADE ¥. RECIPROCITY, 
Tae last election for Preston has 
undoubtedly given an importance to 
tho advocates of reciprocity, which they 
did not possess before, Last year tho 
Conservative who polled the smallest 
number of votes hended the Liberal 
candidate by a little under 800, but 
in May, the caudidate who combined 
Conservatism and reciprocity defoated 
the Liberal free trader by 1,660. Tho 
old ory of chenp loaf was used through- 
ont the contest; indeed, the Liberal 
candidate miade free trade in ite most 
naked form tho gronnd of his appeal 
to the constituency; while, on the other 
hand, the Conservative had written a 
pamphlet, apparently of some note, in 
favour of reciprocity, and he advocated 
this principle, as did the late Attorney. 
General, who is now his oollea; 
There may have been local causés which 
tended to increase the Conservative 
majority, but the fact remains that tho 
election was fought upon the question 
of free trade versus what is called 
reciprocity. The result of the contest is 
therefore of great importance, especially 
if it should appear by subsequent 
élections that the opinions of any great 
portion of the operatives of Lancashire 
and. Yorkshire have changed as those of 
the electors of Preston have, It seems 
to be evident that the bad times which 
the manofacturers of these two counties, 
in particular, have endured for séme 
years past, ave wrought some change 
in their views of free trade. They 
cotnplain that uot only are their géods 
virtually shut out from’many markets 
ou the Continent by the tariffs of 
foreign nations, but that they aré under. 
sold in England by the manufacturers of 
those very countries, The Bradford and 
Leeds ‘districts have especially suffered 
from these causes, and when some of 
their manufacturers brought their case 
before Mr. John Bright lately, they 
were rather contemptuously told to be 
ient and wait for better times, But 
it is evident that this style of answer, 
though it may silence complainants for 
@ time, will be wholly ‘ineffectual if 
avy large mass ‘of the working 
men become imbued, ‘with opinions. 
unfavourable to .the pfesent.: com- 
mercial policy of Great Britain, and 
insist, as they are sire to do, on being 
heard in Parliament. Mr. Bright 
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will require to’ be civil to them, 
which he has very seldom been 
of Inte years to those of the other 
classes who have differed with him, 
The coal and iron trades have their 
complaints against the tariffs of other 
nations, notably against the scale of 
daties levied in France, and the 
work of negotiating the now treaty 
will be very arduous if the English 
are compelled by the 
ion at Home to endeavour 
to obtain the consent of the French to 
a seal of duties on English goods and 
minerals which we should consider 
fair, which wonld be very different 
from the desires of our neighbours. 
Their labours will not be lessened by 
the increase of a party in England 
whioh is inimical to free trade, carried 
tothe. extreme of the principle. We 
have nob seen any other authoritative 
statement of the principles of recipro- 
city, but woe can gather from what 
has been said by its opponents that 
it meang retaliation on those countries 
which impose duties on English articles, 
80 heavy as to be virtually prohibitive 
of trade in them. - If this were done 
tho corn laws would be re-enacted, 
at least to some extent, but it is not 
likely that any large portion of the 
English people would listen to such a 
Proposal, Articles which are generally 
used ‘as Inxuries, such as wines, and 
others such as manufactured cottons, 
woollens, and silks, stand on a different 
footing, as they directly compote with 
our own produotions, Any attempts 
to impose ‘retaliatory duties would 
probably be made on them; and would 
be likely to be received with consider- 
able favour by many manufacturers 
‘and their operatives, If, as Colonel 
Stanley said at Preston, this question of 
reciprocity is to be forced on the atten. 
tion of Parliament it may be found 
that it has many more supporters in 
the country than the indifference and 
coritempt with which ita advocacy has 
hitherto beon'met, would lead people to 
expect, ‘But itis improbable that it 
will prove powerful enough to change 
the policy of  Hngland to auy great

Mr. Huanes, having taken the Chair, 
rose and said —I'feel much honoured ‘by 
being called to preside at this important 
meeting. I regret that my worthy cdlleague 
the Consul-General for Germany. is unable 
to take the Chair, as Senior Consul, owing 
to a recent domestic bereavement, “It was 
only to-day that it was intimated to me 
that it would be for the public convenience 
if I acted.as Chairman. I must therefore 
ask the indulgence of the meeting-for any 
shortcomings on my part. I ineod’/hardly 
say that my appearance as Chairman/has 
nothing to do with approval or-disapproval 
of the tramway scheme which will'be'laid 
bofore the meeting. I shall'bo glad: to 
hear all that can *be said on both sides of 
the question, and I am suré the procoed- 
ings will be conducted with the good:order 
and good humour which generally prevail 
om Publi ‘imeetings in Shanghai~(Ap- 

use. 

P "Tn conclusion, Mr.'Hughes explainodithat 
the Rules of Procedure which were in‘force 
at the last meeting. would govern: this 
meeting, and that,:with the permission of 
the Ratepayers present, he would take:the 
advertisement calling:the meeting as-read. 

Mr. Kzswiox then rose and said—Mr. 
Chairman and gentlemen—In rising to 
propose the first Resolution which ‘has 
been advertised in the usual manner in 
the newspapers, I-think it will not be out 
of place if I say. fow words ‘by way of 
introduction with a view to laying:before 
the public the Shanghai Tramway scheme. 
It-is now over eight years since a tramway 
scheme was fret laid before the'Ratepayers 
of Shanghai, and on that occasion, after 
long and careful consideration of .all:the 
questions attaching to it by the Ratepayers, 
it was abandoned out of deference to public 
opinion. I feel that it is extremely dosir- 
able on the present occasion to remove 
from the minds of this meeting any 
impression that this scheme ‘is .one 
calculated to benefit private ends and not 
to serve any public purpose or any -utility 
whatever of a public character. I believe, 
gentlemen, that the consideration of ‘the 
services rendered by tramways.in all 
of.the world will be enough to show that 
such is not the case, I have mentioned 
that in 1878, now over eight years .ago, 
a scheme for tramways -in. Shanghai 
was abandoned out of deference to public 
opinion ; and I am sure on.the present 
occasion that it is the desire: of the 
promoters of the present schemo that 
every Ratepayer should express:in equally 
unequivocal terms his opinion .on -this 
tramway scheme, if it be considered to serve 
private ends and not to benefit the public 
at large. I am.perfectly prepared..to ‘hear 
this tramway.scheme combated.on various 
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grounds. I shall not be at all surprised 
to hear it urged that tramways are not 
desirable, nor-shall I be surprised to hear 
it combated on legal grounds ; that we are 
not entitled to Jay tramways down here ; 
that you, the Ratepayers of Shanghai, 
are not justified in laying tramways, or 
what you like, within the limits of. this, 
your Settlement. If you Ratepayers are 
not entitled to do what you will in 
all things,—if you are not entitled to 
use the streets as you like,—I maintain 
that you are not entitled to do anything 
at all, and I am quite sure the Rate- 
payers of Shanghai aro not inelined to 
acknowledge that t9 be their position. T 
shall be also perfectly prepared to hear o! 
this scheme, vontilated "as it has been 
in the newspapers, which tell us all 
that is going on, that it is one which 
will sorve the ends of the Chinese 
and will be of no practical benefit 
to foreigners. Now, gentlemen, there is 
something in that ; but everything that is 
dono here of a public character is done 
for the good and for the benefit of Shang- 
hai, and for the persons resident in it, no 
matter to what nationality they belong. 
‘Wo all respect the Chinese, it is to our 
interests to do so, and it is for us to 
do all we can to make their residence 
here conduco to their own interests 
and to the interests of foreigners also. 
I contend upon grounds of health and 
expediency 1 ey should be regarded 
in that position, Now with regard to the 
statement that the schemo would benefit 
Chinese much more than it would 

reigners, I question the assertion very 
much j.thougt as I havo said, there is 
something in it, As regards their numerical 
proportion they are, I might say, as 100,000 
to 1,  Butis that reason why they should 
not have good roads and good carriages ? 
I-consider it is not. When we consider 
the numerical strength of the foreign 
Sottlement, and the enormous native 
population’ that resides around us, its 
sooms to me to be our duty to provide 
the best means of communication for the 
different classes of people to go about 
their various avocations, in which we 
all moro or less participate, as lies in 
the power of the Conncil to grant. And 
this consideration for the people should be 
shown without any prejudice. Another 
objection to tramways may be that in 
passing along the roads they cause annoy- 
ance, and may perhaps destroy individual 
rights. Any injury of that kind is 
entitled to every consideration, and I am 
sure the promoters of this scheme do not 
wish to trespass in the least on the 
susceptibilities of anyone. But, gentlemen, 
T do not consider that experience shows 
in the cities where tramways have been 
laid, that they are a public nuisance, but 
that they aro a public boueft. I think 
there is still another ground on which the 
Ratepayers aro entitled to ask a question, 
and that is with regard to|the stability of 
the Company which is to carry this tramway 
scheme out. ‘They are perfectly right to do 
so. I donot consider it would be prudent 
for the Ratepayers to allow a Company 
to lay their rails and six months after- 
wards to become bankrupt. The experience 
everywhere is that tramways are not 
extremely profitable,—the nature of the 
services which they render to the public 
prevents them making enormous profits 
out of the public. It does not occur to me 
that there is much more I can say in 





























recommending this scheme to the Rate- 
payers ; but I am certain that if we do 
our duty to the Chinese around us, and 


to ourselves, and to Shanghai, in which 
we all take’ a pride, this meeting will 
grant pormission to lay this line of tram- 
way, and it will be a nuisance to no one. 
‘It is not our intention to interfere with 
the revenue.of the Shanghai Municipality 
in driving away the wheelbarrows and 
jinrikshas, but it will drive them out of 
thoroughfares where the tramway is, and 





the principal roads on which the tramway 
is going are those on which foreigners and 
Chinese are not in the habit of driving in 
their carriages. There is one other impor- 
tant point of view, which in this period 
of the nineteenth century must always be 
considered, and that is the sesthetical point 
of view; and I am sure a good-looking 
car is much better than a wheelbarrow 
with two pigs—(Laughter)—which is 
a peculiarity of the Chinese mode of 
conveyance; and as to the eartiages made 
use of by Chinese on the Bubbling Well 
Road and on the streets of Shanghai, a 
tramway-car is better than any one of these 
conveyances, both as regards appearance 
and utility. (Applause.) Gentlemen, there 
is another matter J think it is right should 
speak upon, because it may touch upon our 
private individual rights ; it is the question 
as to whether these tramway aro going to 
interfere with private property. Will 
property be depreciated and rendered less 
valuable? Gentlemen, I maintain that it 
will not. The reverse is always the 
case; make cheap conveyance, bring 
people past your doors, and up goes 
your property. I think there is nothin; 
more I can say,—except with rega 

to the promoters’ desire to abandon 
the Bund scheme. I am quite sure there 
was not one single promoter who desired 
to bring the line down the Bund to give 
grief, misery and pain, to those lying awake 
fill one o’clock in the morning, (Laughtor.) 
for it never was intended that the tram-cars 
should run all night. Out of deference 
to public opinion, the Bund was abandoned 
in order to allay anything like a feeling of 
public irritation, and to enable the pro- 
moters to come forward with a scheme 
which they failed to see any Ratepayer 
could fail to approve of (Applause). I 
recommened this scheme to you on the 

-ounds of public expediency and public 
faith. I "also recommend it to you 
on personal grounds, it will increase the 
value of "your property; and. "upon 
every other ground which is entitled to 
special regard. from ‘persons governing @ 
Municipality like this. Tconsider it is the 
duty of the Municipality and the duty of 
the Ratepayers to grant permission to lay 
this tramway line, which is a necessary 
step in the march of progress in Shang- 
hai, (Applause.) I have therefore mucl 
pleasure in proposing the first Resolution, 
which is as follows 

Resolution I.—That in tho event of the 
proposed Shanghai Tramway Company being 
formed and subject to auch reasonable condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon, the Council be 
and is hereby authorized to grant to the 

rimission to construct and work 
ig routes, viz. 
ng along the 
juuotion with 
the 
> Hoopeh Road to the Baloo, and thence 
along the Chekiang Road to the Soo- 
chow Creek. 
‘rom the North end of the Honan 
Road Bridge along the North Soochow 
Road to the North end of the Garden 
Bridge, and thence along Brosdway 
; iugpo Wharf, 
4nd to give'such facilities as. may be found 
necessary for the construction and working of 
such Tramways. 

‘Mr. W. 8. Weraons—I beg to second the 
Resolution. In doing so I need only 
remark that I was one of the committee to 
whom was referred the question of tram- 
ways in 1873 ; and as far as my recollection 
serves me, so far from the community 
being agaiiat the scheme, there was a ve 
favourable sentiment towards it; but 
do not know for what reason the scheme 
recommended to the Ratepayers was sub- 
sequently abandoned. I beg to second 
the Resolution, and to recommend it to 
the favourable ‘consideration of the Rate- 
payers. 

‘Mr. Forses said—Mr. Chairman, with 
all due respect to my friends the proposer 
and seconder of the Resolution before the 
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meeting, I think that they owe the Rate- 
payers some explanation as to the necessity 
of calling them together in what I may 
call the torrid zone of the year. In default 
of any such explanation I am constrained 
to believe that it is hardly by a mero 
coincidence that a proposal to introduce 
tramways into Shanghai follows so closely 
upon a similar proposal brought forward 
recently in Hongkong by the Hon, Mr. 
Johnson, That gentleman in his speech 
before the Legislative Council spoke of 
the tramway scheme which he and some 
friends had brought forward here in 
1873, and to which Mr, Keswick has 
already alluded. He said that the scheme 
had to be abandoned in the faco of a 
Aetormined opposition, and he drow special 
attention to the fact that the opposition 
came, not from the Chinese, but from 
the foreigners who rodé in’ their own 
carriages. Now, Mr. Chairman, on behalf 
of all those wlio opposed the tramway of 
1873—and there aro many of them, present 
here to-day,—I desire to make a public 
protest against the unfairness of the version 
which Mz, Johnson has given of this affair. 
The tramway schome of 1873 was sprung 
upon this community. Proxies was indus- 
triously collected not only from absont, 
butfrom resident, landowners, and with stich 
success, that, if I remember rightly, out of 
ameeting representing about 350° votes, 
six promoters of the tramway scheme 
alone held 140 votes. ‘The names of the 
persons responsible for the tramway enter- 
priso were studiously withheld, although 
the Resolution, if carried, would have bound 
the Ratepayers to this unknown body for 
ton years. ‘The community naturally 
resented such treatment, and the whole 
object of the opposition at the meeting was 
to zot the matter referred to a committee for 
full consideration, Finally, in doferonce to 
the strong expression of feeling by a largo 
majority of persons present at the mect- 
ing, the promoters of the scheme them- 
selves proposed an amendment referring 
the question to a committee. That com- 
mitteo, I believe, never reported, and 
at all events nothing more was heard of 
the project; and for the failure of that 
part of the programme certainly tho 
persons who opposed th 

meeting wero in no way responsible, But 























in tho present instanco tho procedire 
has been widely different. ‘The promoters 
have given us the names of their provisional 





Committee. They have personally canvassed 
the Settlement, and, as eawick has 
most gracefully explained, they have, in 
deference to what they found to be public 
opinion, most materially modified a promi- 
nent feature of their achemo, -I think, 
therefore, that there is no one in this room 
who, whatever may be his opinions on the 
proposals of the Shanghai Tramway Com- 
pany, is not prepared to discuss that 
question on its merits alone, and without 
the slightest cause for any of that irritation 
which was felt in 1873 at the manner in 
which the tramway scheme was presented, 
It seems to me, Mr, Chairman, that in 
dealing with this matter there’ aro. two 
questions to be considered—the desirability 
of tramways, and the power of the Rato- 
payers to grant such concessions as aro 
asked for. Now as to the desirability of 
tramway. . Tho promoters of the scheme 
will no doubt explain the various bearings 
of the subject from their point of view, 
and we shall also have the reverse of the 
medal from other rs. On this point 
I wish only to say that Iam in favour of 
tramways—whenever they can be shown-to 
be really needed in the public interest, 
But I may say that the suggestions of Mr, 
Keswick that the proposed tramway will 
in any way ease the traflic of our streets 
isa fallacy. Whatever may be the 
effect of tramways in cities with very 
wide streets, I know that in narrow 
streets the effect has always been that 
where circulation was easy before, tram- 
ways have made it dificult, and that 
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where there was a crowd beforo tramways 
have created a block. In my own native 
city of New York, which is gridironed 
with tramways, I think that most people 
look on them in a two-fold light; 
‘a very excellent investments and as a 
frightful nuisance. So that if a man is 
asked to invest in a tramway he consults 
his pocket, and if he is called to vote 
‘upon them, he consults his feelings, and ia 
pretty sure to vote for aline which does not 
run past his own house. (Laughter.) You 
have all heard of the great American show- 
man, Artemas Ward, His name isso much 
household word both in England and 
America that he may alniost be quoted as 
an international authority. Now Artemas, 
in the darkest days of own civil war, declared 
himself a patriot in no uncertain sound. 
He said that it was every citizen’s duty to 
support the credit of the Government, and 
‘he was willing to do so by taking as many 
greenbacks as were given to him; and so 
eager was he for a vigorous prosecution of 
the war that ho was prepared to sacrifice 
all his wife’s male relations on the battle- 
field, I think, Mr. Chairman, that the 
patriotism of Artemas Ward may be very 
ly parallelled by the attitude of the 
rage civilised man towards tramw: 
ugther,) But after all, Mr. Chairman, 
is ‘of little 3@ to discuss the desirability of 
tramways until we have settled the more 
important question whether we, as Rate- 
payersin public meetingassembled, have the 
Power to grant concession to any company 
to lay tramways. This question goes to the 
root of the whole: matter, and applies 
equally to decision on which we might 
be unanimous and to one which might be 
carried only in tho teeth of a powerful 
minority. ‘The question was raised in 
1873, and I beg leave to read what Mr. 
Rennie then said :—“ Mr. Rennie, without 
desiring to speak for or against the present 
scheme, wwithed to make an observation 
touching the doubt rained by Mr, Forbes 
as to the power of the Ratepayers to gran 
the concession asked. Mr, Blet 
* resolution ran ‘the Council be and hereby 
is authorised to accept the tender of the 
‘Woosung Road Company for a concession 
of the right to lay down a tramway and 
run carriages, dc.’ And the letter 
addressed to the Council by Mr. Haas 
on behalf of the Company seemed to 
contemplate that the ratepayers should 
fgeant this concession for ten years. Ho 
assumed this becauso the letter said in 
conclusion: ‘The Company . . . is 
moreover willing that the Municipality 
should reserve to itself the right to pur- 
chaso the tramway and stock of the Com- 
pany connected therewith after the lapse 
of ten years from the date of concession. 
He submitted that the Council should not 
be bound to accept a tender fora ten years’ 
concession which the promoters of the 
tramway had not shown the Ratepayers 
had power to grant. The onus lay upon 

































the promoters to show that the Ratepayers | i 


had powor to grant it.” Mz. ‘Iwombly also 
spoke. on the subject, -and said that ‘he 
did not know how it was possible to got 
over Article VI of the Land Regulations, 
admitting the right of holders of lots 
opposite streets who continued to pay taxes 
on, and had given their land for specific 
purposes.” Article VI, among other things, 
stipulates that “It is understood and 
agroed that land horetofore surrendered by 
tho various foreign renters to public use, 
such as roads and the beach grounds of the 
rivers within the aforesaid limits, 
remain henceforth dedicated to the same 
uses ; and as new lots are acquired, such 
parts thereof as are beach ground shall be 
held under and subject to: similar uses ; 
and due. provision shall be made for the 
extension of the lines of roads at present 
Jaid down as moans of communication 
in the Settlement . . . . . Andin 
no caso shall land eo surrendered, or 
which shall not bo dictated to the use of 
the public, be. resumed, except with the 


















consent of the proper majority of Land- 
renters and others who may be entitled to 
vote as aforesaid in public meeting assem- 
bled, nor shall any act of ownership be 
exercised over the same by the renters 
thereof, notwithstanding any payment by 
them to the Chinese Government of any 
ground rent. Provided always, that no 
act of appropriation or dedication for 
public uses of the said beach ground, or of 
ground for roads, other than those already 
defined, shall, contrary to the will of the 
renters thereof, in any case, be sanctioned 
or held lawful under these Regulations.” 
I think this meeting will agree with me 
that, as Mr. Rennie said, the onus of 
proof that the Ratepayers have power to 
grant such a concession rests with the 
promoters of the Tramway Company. Now 
Ido not know whether the present Com- 
pany have taken legal advice on the subject, 
but if they have, I think they should 
inform the Ratepayers how they propose to 
get over Article VI. The discussion of this 
point may perhaps be more properly left 
with the legal gentlemen present, but it 
‘seems to me that the common sense reading 
of the Article and the history of the Settle- 
ment point alike to one conclusion—that 
the land which now forms our streets 
was originally bought and for 
by private individuals, and surrendered 
by them to the public on certain conditions. 
‘The moment, therefore, that you propose 
to go beyond these conditions, even though 
the Guestion be the mere laying of two 
parallel strips of iron along the streets, the 
consent of those who surrendered the land 
must be obtained before the body of Rate- 
payers can deal with the matter at all. I 
would even go further than this, and say 
that, as Keswick has expressed a 
wish not to interfere with the susceptibili- 
ties of any one concerned, not only the 
landlords, but the residents along the 
proposed line should be consulted ; becauso 
without their expressed opinion we are not 
entitled to assume that the tramway will 
bo to them as great a boon as the promoters 
believe and represent. I submit, Sir, 
that these are fundamental considerations 
which should make us hesitate before 
fassing the Resolution in its presont shape. 

the facts are not all before us—it has not 
been clearly shown that we have the power 
to grant the concession, and the whole 
measure, as it stands, is premature. I 
shall. finish by offering an amendment, 
and as this amendment includes a reference 
to a committee, I trust that if it is 
carried the promoters of the Tramway 
Company will see that a report is finally 
sent in. The question is of too great 
importance not to make it desirable that

A copy of the Report of the Committee 
appointed to consider tho tramway ques- 
tion in 1873 was handed to Mr. Forbes by 
‘Mr. Wetmore, and the former said he had 
not seen it, 

‘Mr. D. Brann, in seconding the amend- 
ment, said he took his stand on this one 
point—that the streets of the Settlement 





were too narrow, and the atreets were 
made and they could not be unmade. The 
average width of the streets was 23 fest, 
and a tramway car took up nine feet ; so that 
at places where the cars passed 18 feet out 
of 28 feet of the street would be ocoupied. 
Another question was, if the Ratepayers 
gave permission to the promoters to lay 
down this line, would the traffic produced 
by this tramway and the traffic at prosent 
existing work in harmony together? Ho 
said ‘*no ;” the one would give way to the 
other ; and it seemed to him that the traffic 
already existing was the most desirable 
one. It was not as Mr. Keswick seemed to 
think, that the tramway would easo” the 
‘streots of the present traffic; it would 
develop a new trafic by taking sight-asers 
from the City through the busiest part 
of the Sottlement, and outside ho did 
not know where—perhaps to the fields. 
‘Tramways were built at Home to carry 
workmen to their work in the early 
morning and to carry thom home again in 
the afternoon, but here they wero to 

people for n0 earthly purpose at all. it 
seemed to him that if the Ratepayors gave 
permission to put this line down, it would 


‘| not be down three weeks or a month before 


they found that they had mado a gigantic 
mistake; and they would have ithe 
Company coming to them saying, Wo 
aro in a mess,” and asking them to 
widen the roads; and having once given 
the permission it would be unjust to 
withdraw it. While ho was in. favour 
of the amendment, he would even havo 
gone further and supported a direct 
nogative, as ho considered the Settle- 
ment was built and could not be unbuilt, 
‘The line would cross the Maloo, alread 
overcrowded, and when the cars’ sto 
there to let ‘people out there would bo a 
ralar block. It might be said that the 
police could look after that, but this 
would further increaso the police force 
and the burdens on the community.

Ho was told that those who opposed 
the tramways wore opposed to progress; 
but it seemed to him that progress could be 
backwards or forwards, downwards or 
upwards—(Laughter)—and ho left it for 
them to say which this was. He had seen 
ogress of some kinds hero of which he 

id not approve,—they had given up their 
only driving road to Chinese, and tho 
traffic on it had greatly increased. 
1873 the objections to the tramway wero 
numerous ; and how much more numerous 
must they be now, when they had a smaller 
area vastly increased population? 
He had also heard it said that the sche 
would be a profitable one, and that w 
reason why thoy should look to it now ; for 
if it was profitable, once laid down nothing 
would pull it up again, 

Mr. Mysurcx said he should oppose 
the appointment of a committee - because 
he consi ‘@ committee. was quite 
unnecessary.

‘simply amounted to this, that the Rate- 
ayers of Shanghai had ‘nok the powor to 
lo'what'they liked in their streets. All he 
should’ say in answer to that, was that if 
tho Ratepayers kad not power to do every- 
thing’ they had not power to do anything at 
all—that they had, in fact, no power at all. 
‘They could not blow hot and cold. They 
either had the power, or they had not. 
They either. had the power to lay down 
this proposed line of tramway, or they had 
tio power ab all: to do anything they liked 
in this Settletnent. Then there was the 
romiark by Mr. Forbes that the Com- 
mittee appointed in 1873 did not present 
any report, That was an inaccuracy, as the 
rb of thie Committos was now on the 
tabs, and he had-no doubt that Mr. Forbes 
would acknowledge and withdraw the 
statement.

tak on his part 
, Keswick, in continuing his 
rémarks, said ti Forbes had 





aléo said thit ono of the reasons why 
they could not lay down the line of tram- 
way was that the roads had been granted 
for public purposes. By that he supposed 
Mr. Forbes meant that the owners when 
‘they gave the land had specified in a docn- 
mént what they gave it for. He was sure 
that this was not generally the case. It 
might be so with regard to the foreshore and 
the beach grounds, but thiey did not propose 
to ruin # line of tramway along their beauti- 
ful géeensward on the Bund. Mr, Brand, 
in seconding the amendment, had stated 
that: lie considered that the Chinese in this 
Settlement were alréady too numerdus, 
Perhaps on personal grounds that was an 
objection uryed by a few, but he should 
like to test the feelings of the entire body 
of foreigners before giving much weight to 
that objection. If they removed ail the 
Chinese from the Settleinent, and limit 
thent say to 500, he wondered how land- 
holders and business men generally would 
view .the charige: He was sure that all 
fotgigners who hid busineas to do with the 
Chinese would have very long faces. 
had nothing more to say in reply to the 
remarks that had been made in favour of 
thie amendment, 
, Mr. H. Evans then rose and said 
‘Mr. Chairman, pievious to this Resolu- 
tion being put to the méetiig, I will, 
with your permiasion, inako a few remarks 
thereon. I would premise thosé remarks 
by observing that I aim not oppostd to the 
establishment of tramways or any other 
iniprovement when it can be proved beyond 
doubt that the innovation will be a benefit 
to the whole community, and not to a 
small sé¢tion thereof. It seins to me that 
to. querénder our rights over the roads to 
private company is amatter that should be 
well considered and not done hastily, but 
should be jealously guarded in every step. 
Butto proceed. Ibelieve,Mr. Ohairman and 
gentlemen, from the Resolution I hold in 
my hand, it is proposed that this tramway 
be laid in one or more of the streets 
of this Settlement, great care being taken 
that it shall be so situated as not to become 
‘@ nuisance or inconvenience to the residents 




















on thisside of the water. Iam now about 
to show that no such’ consideration has 
been given to the dwellers in Hongkew, 
for I believe it is intended by the promoters 
of this scheme that the tramway shall 
be carried down the so-called Broadway. 
Now, gentlemen, most of you who do 
dusiness on that side, or walk or drive 
down it, are aware that it is really a very 
natrow ‘street at times; even now both 
difficult and dangerous to drive along; 
and if such be the case now how much 
the difficulty will be increased should this 
scheme succeed, it is very easy to guess. 
T will not believe the Ratepayers will 
sanction such a scheme until other means 
of egress to tho country be provided. The 
Broadway also is the only means we at 
present possess in Hongkew of access to the 
country, while on the English side eve 
street running from east to west: affor 
access to the Bubbling Well Road, and 
although the Maloo and Bubbling’ Well 
Road would undoubtedly be. the best 
thoroughfares to experiment on with tho 
tramway, and from their greater width 
and traffic the most likely to pay its 
promoters, I opine that if a proposi- 
tion were'made to lay a tramway there 
the public would rise as one man against it. 
And, gentlemen, if this would happen in 
such a caso, how much more necessary does 
it become for the residents of Hongkew to 
protest against the “ practically” closing 
the only road into the country we possess 
until provision be made by opening up in 
its entirety the long-delayed Seward Road 
Such being the case, gentlemen, I have 
been requested to propose the following 
amendment to paragraph I of Resolution I, 
vig. — 

From the North end of the Honan Road 
Bridge along the North Soochow Road to the 
North end of Garden Bridge aud there or 
thereabouts to “terminate” until such tine 

the Seward Road be opened in its entirety, 
thus affording a second means of access to tl 
country, 

Mr. F, W. Gatzzs seconded this amend-

‘Mr. A. J, How said'he had expected to 
hear from the supporters of the tramway 
scheme something as to the legal authority 
the Council had to grant them the con- 
cession they had asked for, All, however, 
ho had heard on this point ‘wore the 
remarks by Mr. Keswick, that if the Rate- 
payers had not the power to grant the 
proposed Company this concession thay 

ad no power to do anything at all. This, 
he thought, was scarcely » satisfactory way 
to look at the matter. It was avery serious 
question, and the Ratepayera had for 
thirty years thought it not desirable to look 
into it too closely. ‘The community had 
governed the Seltiement by expediency, 

mut whether th 
absolute power to do so, had never been 
Properly determined. It mas a question for 
the legal fraternity, and as he satr several of 
those gentlemen present, he hoped that 
some of them would favour the Ratepayers 
with an opinion as to what they could 
and could not vote. This tramway scheme, 
as Mr. Forbes had suggested, came before 
them ‘with a strong Hongkong flavour. 
He did not mean to imply. that the 
Covernor or the Legislative Council of 
‘Hongkong presumed to legislate for Shang- 
hai, but if they did, no doubt the Shanghai 
Ratepayers would soon let them know that 
they were able to paddle their own canoe.

Ratepayers to say; “We will: make a 
tramway here and there, whether you like 
it or not,” and he had: expected that the 
promoters of this Company would have come, 
before the meeting with aletter ora petition 
or some expression of opinion from: the 
proprietors of the land along the: route, 
sanctioning the scheme. But this had 
not been done, and it was-all very well to 
say that this tramway acheme would be an 
advantage to the community, but he could 
assure them that the Chineso were just as 
fond of seclusion as foreigners, ‘The 
tramways might drive away: one class 
of tenants and bring another, and there- 
fore he thought it was important that 
the opinion of the landowners along 
the route should be obtained’ before the 
scheme was sanctioned. Another serious 
Point ho thought they should not lose 
sight of before they granted any permission 
to the Company to lay down their lines, 
was the amount of consideration the 
roposed Company were prepared to give 
in return for the great, territorial grants 
they were seeking to obtain. By assent- 
ing to their scheme, the Ratepayers 
would give up about three-fourths of the 
streets along a line of not less than three 
nile in length, and porhaps five, miles, 
or even more than that. ‘The present 
traffic would be almost entirely excluded 
from that part of the road, and Rato- 
payers must remember that from jinrikehas 
and wheelbarrows they obtained a 
yearly revenue of Tis. 17,000 or Tis. 


1} 18,000 por annum, Tho tram-cars would 


probably carry ten times the number of 
passengers per day that these vehicles 
could, and ho should like to know 
whether they intended to give tho 
Ratepayers a consideration in any way’ 
proportionate to the amount of revenue at 
present derived from jinrikshas and wheel- 
barrows, Therefore, before the Ratepayers 
considered the Resolutions that had been 
submitted to them, he thought they should 
hare the opinion of the proprietors of tho 
land on either side of the proposed route 
to guide them ; and, socondly, that they . 
should have some positive offer from the 
Company as to the amount of consideration 
they were prepared to give in return for 
the concession they asked for, In this 
connection he was pleased to notice that 
there were still on the Council. some 
of those gentlemen who negotiated 
terms with the Water Works Company, 
and therefore the Ratopayera could rest 
assured that their interests would be 
well looked after.

thought all present, who were not the 
fortunate possessors of large properties 
rented by Chinese, and receiving handsome 
incomes from this class of property—those 
who did not belong to this class, would, 
he thought, agree with him that tho day 
was a very unfortunate one for all of 
them when they first allowed Chinese 
into the Settlement. And if this con- 
cession were granted he was of the opinion 
that it would simply be a repetition of 
the mistake made in the earlier days of the 
Sottlement. They had already adjoining 
them a very large Chinese city. He did not 
think the Ratepayers considered it bene- 
Scial to havo. so large a native population 
s0 close to them. But more than this, 
they had a large and increasing Chinese 
population in the Settlement that was fore- 
ing them down to the very brink of the 
river, and what would be the result if there 
were an easier mode of locomotion through 
it? Tho result might be good for owners 
of property in Hongkow. It might caus 
property there to increaso in value, and, by 
increasing the number of tenants would 
rentually lead to another large Chinese 
city being builtup. He would ask all those 
who were not irrevocably committed to the 
acheme whether it was wise or prudent 
with a Chinese city on one side of them 
to help to build up another Chinese city 
in Hongkew, and thus surrender their 
land to the Chinese, so that in the 
course of time there would be nothing 
loft except the Bund and the narrow 
strip of land running out into the country 
reserved for the purpose for which this 
Settlement was originally sot apart. If 
that were #0, could the adoption of this 
acheme be good for this Settlement as well 
as for proporty holders in Hongkew. Who, 
ho asked, were to benefit by the chemo 
The foreign public of Shanghai were 
generally the only public the Ratopayers 
thought of. Was this scheme to benefit 
the forsign public? He thought not, and 
roceeded at some length to enlarge on the 
langers that would result to carriages and 
vehicles belonging to foreigners from the 
tram lines being laid in the streets, parti- 
cularly referring to thé increased obstruc- 
tion by the route crossing the Maloo. He 
pointed out that it was almost 
admitted that the scheme wouldonly benefit 
the Chinese, and he did not think Uhat the 
Ratepayers need go out of their way to 
donefit in th 
conclusion, he urged that the scheme was 
one which had been prematurely brought 
to the notico of tho Ratepayers because 
the supporters of it had no legal opinion as 
to the possibility of carrying it out without 
first obtaining the consent, which was 
necessary under the Land Regulations, of 
every owner of, land adjoining whero the 
Tino was to go; that the Ratepayers were 
not in a position to deliberate, much less to 
decide upon, the scheme as at present 
propounded.’ In his opinion the thing was 
utterly illegal, and, besides, decidedly 
undesirable, as the circumstances of this 
lace did not require it.

Mr. Wanvewnicur begged to second tho 
amendment that had been brought forward 
by Mr, Drummond. In doing a0, though 
ho did not consider himself “a bright 
luminary,” ho should like to say a few 
words as the logal members of the com- 
munity seemed to be changed, or rather 
at variance in their opinion on tho 

ject. It was only, however, that morn- 
ing that he heard the question was to bo 
fought out on logal grounds, and therefore 
he had not had time to look it up as caro- 
fully as he should have liked to have dono 
before giving an absolute opinion on the 
subject.

they introduced something that was nevi 
contemplated by owners when they gave 
their land, and therefore their couse 
must be obtained to this tramway scheme 
before it could be carried out. (Appla 
Ho thought also it would bo a romark- 
able thing that if here in this city of 
narrow streets the Ratepayers could do 
what could not be done in any other 
civilised country with which ha was 
acquainted ; it could not be done in 
England and certainly it could "not 
be done in America, that was carry a line 
of railway where the promoters t ought 
fit without asking the consent or giving 
notice to the property-owners on cither 
side of the proposed route. In England, in 
schemes of the kind plans had to be drawn 
showing what land and property would be 
affected by the schemo ; these pluns had to 
be deposited with the proper authorities, 
and the whole scheme well advertised, 10 
that any landowner whose interests wero 
at stake could appear and oppose the bill. 
Here uo such opportunity had been afforded 
to the landowners, ‘Tho committee which 
Mr. Forbes proposed would afford such an 
opportunity, and he should support it, 
The feelings of the property-owners could 
then be obtained, and for the Ratepeyers 
to sanction the scheme without consulting 
them, would, he considered, be a great 
hardship and injury to them.’ He did not 
know the route the proposed tramway was 
about to take ; it was through a neighbour- 























hood he did not frequent,—in the aluma,— 
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Laughter), but by granting the concession 
Asked for they were going to introduce an 
entirely new form of locomotion ; going to 
alter the conditions under which the 
residents in the streets through which the 
tramway would pass had previously carried. 
on their business, and it was a 
reasonable inference that some of the 
tenants would be injured thereby, and 
in consequence the landlords would be 
injured also. All these circumstances 
tended to show that.the matter was one 
that should be carefully inquired into by a 
committee of some kind. He thought also 
that the promoters of the scheme should 
be a little more definite as to the amount 
they were to pay to the Municipal revenue 
in return for the concession they asked 
for. . It was a most important concession, 
and should be liberally paid for. He 
was pleased to see that there were still 
some of those gentlemen on the Municipal 
Council, who dealt with the scheme 
of the Water Works Company, and he 
thought they might deal in a similar spirit 
with the present application if it were 
granted on the present occasion ; namely, 
contine the profits, to say, 8 per cont. per 
annum and give to the Council the right 
of pre-emption, (Laughter.) He repeated 
Shat the Ratepayers were entitled to further 
information from the promoters of the 
Company than they had yet been supplied 
with, and particularly so with regard to the 
revenue the Municipality was to derive for 
the concession they were asked to give to 
the Company; and on these grounds he 
should support Mr. Forbes’ amend- 
ment, provided that the direct nega- 
tive amendment to the original motion 
‘was not carried. Apart, however, from 
these grounds, ihe entirely failed to sve 
what advantages could accrue to the public 
by the adoption of this scheme. It might 
be an advantage to the shareholders of the 
Company, and a still greater advantage 
to the general agents of the Company. 
Laughter.) But he failed to seo the 
advantage there would be to the public i 
carrying from the Gity to Hongkew crowds 
of more or less diseased coolies, who would 
leave behind them clouds of exhausted 
asites and exfolicated cuticle. (Renewed 
aughter.) If this were an advantage, then 
let the Ratepayers by all means grant the 
concession that was asked to the Company.

‘Mr. Mornisoy, in replying to the remarks 
of Mr. Wainowright, said that he had been

could not have as much weight as. if he 
spoko as a Ratepayer only. He said that 
he felt he was bound to give some answer 
to the statements that had just been made. 
He admitted that the plans of proposed 
tramways which. were ‘deposited inthe 
various public offices in England were of a 
more detailed character than the one hung 
‘on the wall, and he stated that accurate 
descriptions of the various lines of tramways 
were hung on the lamp-posts of the streets 
through which they were to pass, but he 
stated that special notice was not given to 
each person owning or occupying land 
along the route, as Mr. Wainewright seemed 














to imply. 

Mr. Wanvewnraur hero said he referred 
to railways. 

‘Miz. ‘Monnason replied that if so, his 
einarke did not. bese upon the question 
before the meeting. He said that the 
only notice that people living slong the 
route had in England was the notice on 
the lamp-posts and in the newspapers ; 
that in Shanghai to have posted up notices 
in the streets would have given no informa- 
tion and that the promoters had striven 
to give the scheme full publicity and that 
was all that was arrived at in England. 
As regarded the construction of the tram- 
way, Mr, Morrison said that the promoters 
wore all agreed that nothing but of the very 
best description should be laid down in 








Shanghai. He said the residents of the 
Settlement were entitled to be proud of 
their streets, and knowing as he did that if 
there were anything wrong in regard to the 
tramway, the blame would properly enough 
be laid on his shoulders, he would never 
have connected himself with any scheme 
where the intention was not to lay down 
the best class of line known, 

As the legal question, he felt that 
not having had the benefit of a legal educa- 
tion he was not in a position to combat 
legal opinions, but the construction put 
upon Article VI. of the Land Regulations 
surprised him very much. He read the 
clause “provided always, that no act of 
appropriation, of dedication for public 
uses of the ‘said beach grounds, or of 
ground for roads other than those already 
defined, shall, contrary to the will of the 
renters thereof, in any case, be sanctioned 
or held lawful under these Regulations” 
and he maintained that it applied to 
roads other than those already defined” 
not to “uses other than these already 
defined.” He said that lines of road were 
laid down in the Settlement in the early 
days through land owned by Chinese, and 
it was decided that foreigners, on buying the 
lots, should surrender the roads so defined, 
but as regards other roads special arr: 
ments had to be made. Following out 
view the promoters had separated their 
scheme into parts, and as regarded the part 
which passed over land not intersected by 
foreign roads they had not asked the Rate- 
payers to acquire a road and permit them to 
use it, but only to permit them to use 
the road if acquired. He believed that 
there was a probability of the public 
acquiring such a road. “If they did not, 
the promoters of the scheme would have 
to acquire land as best they could ; but as 
regarded roads already existing the mean- 
ing of tho Article was plain, and the 
majority of Landrenters and others 
entitled to vote could do as they liked with 
them. It must not be supposed howover 
that the Tramway Company wished to cur- 
tail the use of any part of the road by the 
public, They only wanted to make it 
suitable for their own description of 
carriages without interfering with its uso- 
fulness for other purposes, 

‘The Cuareaan asked if any other gontle- 
man had any further remarks to make on 
the subject ; if not, he would proceed to 
put the amendments to the vote. 

‘There was no response, and in accordance 
with the Rules of Procedure the Chairman 
put the last amendment to the vote first— 
the one proposed by Mr, Drusntoxp and 
seconded by Mr. Warvewniont 
in the opinion of this meeting, tram- 
theeo Settlements aro not desirable. 

On a show of hands being taken, tho 
Chairman announced that the amendment 
was lost, 

‘A poll was thereupon demanded, and 
the Cuarman declared the result to be 
75 votes for the amendment, and 155 
against it. ‘The amendment was therefore 
lost by a majority of over 2 to 1.

tramway along that road. If the Council 
wore not successful in acquiring a road 
thore, it would be for the Company to 
connect their tramway line in the best 
way they could. From the character of 
tho mooting he felt that he nocd say as 
little as possible in favour of the motion 
and without further remarks he would 
eave it in tho hands of the Ratepayers. 

‘Mr. Kau inquired whether thore was a 
quorum present. 

‘Aftor some conversation as to the neces- 
sity ofaquorum now, when there had

Mr. Howze said he would like to know 
for what purpose this lot of property was 
to be purchased. It seemed to him that 
to spend the large sum of Tis. 20,000 
without some explanation was not a proper 
way to deal with the Municipal funds. He 
had heard it said that the land was to be 
bought for additional police premises to 
be built on it; but it seemed to him that 
if the police force ‘required more barrack 
room, a suitable site could be obtained 
for ‘Tis. 1,000 a mow; therefore he did 
not see the necessity to pay the large sum 
of Tis, 7,000 a mow for it. He should like 
further information on the subject from 
the Chairman of the Council 

Mr, Hearn said Mr. Howi 
information was very short, an 
that it was not in his power to give it. It 
was only a short time ago that the Council 
heard that the property was for sale, and 
the Council deemed it advisable to purchase 
it to make their block of property as com- 
plete as possible, He thought it was 
extremely undesirable to have Chinese 
houses at one corner of a block of property 
that belonged to the Council, and if they 
purchased it, it was an extremely desirable 
site for new police barracks in case the 
time came that they had to increase their 
present accommodation. ‘The price, Tis. 
20,000, the Council did not deem remark- 
ably cheap, but in these times it was 
difficult to say whether it was dear or 
cheap ; and if they lost the chance now of 
purchasing it, they might never have the 
chance to do so again. Hoe might say that 
‘on a portion of the property there were 
number of shops, which returned 
rental sifficient to pay the interest on the 
debentures to be issued to raise the 
purchase-money. 

Mr. Howre considered Mr. Hearn’s 
explanation most unsatisfactory. From 
Mr. Hearn’s remarks, it would seem that 
the sole object of the Council in purchas- 
ing the property was to secure a portion of 
the Municipal block. He would remind 
the il, however, that there were 
premises on the other side that they would 
have to secure before they obtained the 
entire block. He objected to the Council 
entering the market as buyers of propert; 
and by offering to give Tis. 7,000 per mow 
for this property he maintained that they 
were certainly forcing the market. Ho 
thought he couldsell tlem quite as eligiblea 
site for police barracks fi much less 
sum of money. There were, he thought, 
many other purposes for which the Muni- 
cipal funds were urgently Pogue than 
that of jobbing in property. One of these 
purposes vasa public market, for which 
the Ratepayers had been clamorous for a 
long time. As regarded the price, it was 
simply a “squeeze” price, and-he hoped 
that the Ratepayers present would boldly 

ay by their vote that they would not allow 
such a wilful waste of public money. 

‘Mr. Hacve thought it would be satis- 
factory for an individual opinion to be 
given on this subject. He thought that the 
Council in buying this property, and thus 
acquiring a latge portion of their block, 
were acting with wisdom. The price at 
the moment might appear: to be high, 
but in a few years it might be exceedingly 
cheap. He believed that the rents from 
the shops on the property would p: 
fair interest on the debentures, and he 
strongly advocated that the Council should 
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purchase the property. ‘Touching the 
point as to whether the Council could 
acquire land on better terms, he doubted 
very much if they could get property for 
the whole of their requirements, and it 
was far better for them to have the 
‘Municipal offices all together, than in 
detachments. He should therefore sup- 
port the Resolution, as he thought the 
Council had acted very wisely. 

Mr. Davin Branpthoughtthat Tis, 20,000 
was not much too high a price for the 
Council to pay for a piece of property that 
abutted on their own block. Still he thought 
it was a “squeeze” price, and they had to 
pay “squeeze” prices when they wanted 
to buy a piece of property adjoining a 
piece they had. He was pleased to sce 
the watchfuluess of Mr. Howie over the 
interests of the community ; but he thought 
the way in which comparatively small 
matters were criticised at.’ the readiness 
with which the Ratepayers yielded their 
rights over the road to a private Company 
were a little inconsistent. /ater.) 

‘Mr. Heaxx said that although they haa 
named Tis. 20,000 as the price of the pro- 
perty, they did not know whether they 
would be able to get it for that sum. It 
was for sale conditionally, and their offer 
had been transmitted by wire, They did 
not know whether it would be accepted or 
not. 

‘Mr. Howm said he did not so much 
object to the price as to the Council enter- 
ing the market as purchasers of property. 
If they had not now sufficient accommoda- 
tion for the police, he knew where they 
could get as eligible a sito at a much 
cheaper rate. . ''he Ratepayers had spent a 
large sum in building a new police station 
at Hongkew and the accommodation there 
could be very easily increased, 

‘The Cuatrqan then submitted tho 
motion to the meeting, and it was carried 
with one or twvo dissentionts. 

On the motion of Mr, Hearx, seconded 
by Mr. Keswrox, a vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr. Hughes for his courteous 
and able conduct in the Chair, and tho 
proceedings terminated.

SHANGHAI SAILING CLUB. 
A handicap yacht race took place on 


Saturday under the auspices of the Shang-’ 
hai Sailing Club. The course was down 
the river, and round the first foreign-built 
vessel at Woosung, finishing on the start 
ing line, which was between the Police 
Hulk and the Pootung Church spiro. 
The prize was a plated biscuit box 
of the value of $8. Hight yachts started, 
and in the handicapping the Undine was 
placed at scratch, and allowed the Fairy 
and Pinafore {ve minutes ; the Maid of 
Kent had ten minutes, the Ariadne twelve 
minutes, the Marion twenty minutes, 
and the Snipe and Rambler thirty minutes. 
‘All the boats crossed the starting line 
between five and seven minutes past two 
o'clock, and with an ebb tide and light 
S.W. breeze they carried all sail. At tho 
startthe Undine, the crack boat of theseason, 
took tho lead, but she soon gave way to 
the Ariadne and Rambler, and these two 
boats Jed down to Silverthorne’s Point. 
At the Middleground the Comet, aChinkiang 
yacht, we believe, which was not in 
the race, was upset by a sudden squall, 
and her crew was rescued by the Rambler, 
who returned with them to Shanghai, the 
inverted yacht being left to the mercy of the 
tide for the time being. In the run down 
to Woosung the Undine had first place, with 
the Maid of Kent second, the Ariadne 
third, and the Marion fourth. ‘The Fairy 
stopped to render assistance to the Comet, 
but seeing that her services were not 
required she again joined in the race, 
bringing up tho rear with the Snipe 
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and Pinafore. Tho first four boats 
rounded the man-of-war at Woosung. in 
the order in which we have given them, 
about three minutes separating each one 
from the other. The Pinafore did not 
go round, returning at the Middleground. 
In the run back the bouts had a fair wind. 
ho Undine gradually increased her lead 
and won the race easily, the Maid of Keat 
being second, having"passed the Ariadne 
off the Camp Hotel. ‘The Snipe was fourth, 
the Marion fifth, and the Fairy last.

THe “ SHEN-PAO” ON OPIUM. 

‘The Shén-pao does not approve of prohibi- 
tion of porn ‘The cessation of sale of 
Indian opium was once thought of by the 
English, and Minister Kuo discussed the 
subject with the authorities in England. 
‘He then memorialised the Throne to stop 
the sale, and this was duly promulgated, 
but the Court was unable to see its way to 
a practical method of prohibition. ‘The 
sale aud taxation of opium by the Customs 
has therefore continued to the present day, 
and the proposals of Kuo have been 
relegated to the region of empty talk 
common to anti-opium societies. 

‘Though opium is foreign in its origin, yet 
the poppy is now grown all over China, 
and the people can neither be forbidden 
to cultivate it, nor the foreigner to import 


it. 
“The opium duty is, further, the chief 
port of the foreign Customs, nor is there 
any other levy that can well take its place. 
Chinese and foreigners can therefore only 
regard in an ideal senso prohibitive 
tay Tring-Vang es yposed to 
so Tsung-Vang has now pro} 
fnorenso the duty on opium to ls 160 per 
chest, so increasing the price for smokers, 
and Gompeliing the poor to pay higher 
prices. It is expected the consumption of 
‘opium among the poor will gradually cease 
and the craving disappear ; if, too, smokers 
are seen to impoverish themselves 
by indulging in opium, non-smokers

report, and devise if possible, somo practc- 
able method. 

Now Tso's idea is not a bad one, 
and resembles the prohibition formerly 
addressed to officials, scholars, and soldiers. 
Smokers, however, exist in all ranks ; but 
to singlo out these three classes and to 
ignore all others is failing to show equal 
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respect to all the classes composing the 
nation, Praise and blame, however much 
liked and disliked respectively, do not 










always result in renov: and repentance. 

But this increase in priée shows a lack 
of pity for smokers; for if they smoke 
they assuredly will become poor, but it is 
not equally certain their reformation will 
follow. 

‘There is not much difference in result 
between the prohibition addressed to 
officials, &c., and this increase in price. 

‘Tho tax of Tis. 160 is not, besides, a 
suificiently heavy tax to seriously ineon- 
venience smokers. Fifty ounces of opium 
will be taxed in fnture Tis. 5 instead of 
as at present, Tis, 2, aud instead of paying 
Ts. 16 per 50 oz., Tis. 20 will have to be 
paid, If, say, a maco is smoked each day, 
the increase will be not more than some 
20 cash or so. ‘The price at present for 
the poor is extremely high, whilst for 
those better off the few additional cash 
will not make much difference. Smokers 
with the craving regard opium as the first 
of necessaries, aud place it before every- 
thing. They’ will simply reduce their 
expenses in some other direction, as in 
food, or clothing, or furniture, or entertain 








ments, and so gratify their desire. Opium 
will still be bought, even if the price were 
ten-fold higher. 

‘Tso has chosen this increase of price out 
of many competing plans, because, if it 
does not diminish the evil, it will at any 
rate benefit the Exchequer. But it may 
be said the increased taxation comes really 
out of the pockets of the people and does 
not concern foreigners. Smokers, however, 
will not grudge the extra price nor the extra 
gain to Government. Smuggling past 
delivery barriers, causing heavy losses, is 
even now common, and taxation through 
the Customs amoutits to many myriads of 
tacls. The extra tax will be but 1} times 
more. 


At present opium is paid for by 10 | Rol 


millions of silver which go chiefly into 
the pocket-of the foreigner ; for this there 
is no remedy, but the Government by 

increased taxation will gain several myris 

of taels and China will therefore benefit. 
‘The new plan, though not really the best, 
is feasible and practical. Some ignorant 
persons declare opium should be as cheap 
as possible; and that officials should fix the 
price, only allowing so much for freight 
from’ India. The foreigner would then 
cease to make money by it, and not 
import it, India would not grow it. 
Indian opium cheap, native would become 
still cheaper, and its cultivation would 
cease to be profitable, and would decrease. 
With prices very low, and none sold, men 
will be obliged to desist. 

‘This may be called prohibition by means 
of non-prohibition. But smokers are now 
numerous, and if opium were cheaper 
every one would uso it. It is sheer non- 
sense to assert that with an increased 
craving there would be also a diminution 
of opium-shops and of sale of the drug. 
Tt is, too, quite impracticable to attempt 
to fix the price st the time of import by 
the foreigner. 

















A VESSEL BROUGHT INTO PORT UNDER 
ARREST. 


For the first time, as far as we know, in 
the history of Shanghai, a ship was brought 
into port under arrest early on Saturday 
morning, the now well-known Britis 
barque Oscar Vidal, for which the Agent 
of the owner in Shanghai is Mr. Nils 
Méller. 

Five Lascars, who were members of her 
crew, were recently charged at the British 
Police Court before R. A. Mowat, Esq., 
Acting Chief Justice, sitting as’ Police 
Magistrate, with being absent from the 
vessel without leave. ‘They admitted the 
charge, and refused to go toseain the ship, 
becauso they considered that 
unseaworthy. They appeared in 
twice, and the evidence wiven by witnesses 
who ‘were called by Mr. W. Handyside 
‘Tapp, H.M.’s Registrar of Shipping, and 
also by Mr. Méiler, was such that His 
Worship appeared "to be satisfied that 
sutticiont proof had been adduced that the 
vessel was in an uvseaworthy condition, 
and accordingly dismissed the case 
against the men, aud left the onus 
of proving her Seaworthiness on the 
owner or his representatives. Betweon 
this occurrence and the departure of 
the Oscar Vidal, the Agent informed the 
authorities that it was his intention to lay 
her. up and tranship her cargo to another 
vessel. Such, however, does not soem 
to have been the case, for on the 
Gth inst. he cleared the vessel at the 
Custom House, for the second time, for 
Tientsin. No’ notice appears to have 
been given to the British Consulate of 
this fact, or of his intention of sending her 
to sea, neither did he hand in, as required 
by law, the Customs “ chop,” or the usual 
letter in liou thereof. ‘The crow were not 
shipped at the Consulate, and the ship left 
the port without her certificate of registry, 
a Consular clearance, or apy articles of 














agreement between the master and the 
orem. Information as to her having 
actually left port does not seem to have 
been given to the authorities till about 
11.30 a.m. on Friday, when the Govern- 
ment Surveyor, Captain Z, Barton, reported 
to Mr. Tapp that the Oar Vidat 
hhad proceeded to sea, A telegram was 
at once despatched to the Harbour- 
master at Woosung to enquire whether she 
was there, or had proceeded outwards. 
Tho reply’ received was, ‘Loft Woosuny 
at 9 am., and now out of sight. 
This was about 2 p.m. After an inter- 
view with Her Majesty's Consul, who 
concurred, in the ‘messures suggested 
to him, the steam-tug Rocke, Captain 
berts, was chartered by Mr. Tapp, 
who proceeded to Woosung in her witl 
a letter from Mr. Hughes to Captain 
Tray, R. N., commaniing H.MS. 
Iron Duke, lying’ at anchor there, inform- 
ing him of the circumstances of tho caso, 
and requesting him to give Mr. Tapp 
such assistance as might be nei to 
bring the ship back into port. ‘Tho 
next officer in command, in Captain 
Tracy's absence, at once sent Lieut, 
Baynes and a potty officer, with five 
men with side-arms to accompany Mr. 
Tapp in the tug for this purpose. The 
party left the ron Duke about half-past 
seven, with 24 hours’ provisions. ‘The 
Rocket proceeded outwards, and after 
hailing a tug towing up ‘the barque 
of India, and ssking where tho 
yr Vidal was, the direction was 
given to the Rocket to keep on her course 
and the barque would be found outside 
This was done, and after proceeding about 
seven or eight miles from Woosung, the” 
barque was sighted at anchor, ‘This was 
to be accounted for by the circumstance” 
that there was a strong flood tide. with 
a northerly wind, and the weather was, 
esides, rainy and foggy. ‘The Oscar Vidal 
was hailed, the tug immodiately sheerod 
alongside, 'and Mr. Tapp, followed by 
Liout. Baynes and the party from the Iron - 
‘Dhike, at once went on ‘The captain 
was asked by Mr. Tapp to produce the 
ship’s papers, and he procesded to show 
sundry dochments, but tho national 
papers of the ship, the articles of agree- 
ment with the crew that was on ‘board, 
(viz., six Japanese, a second .mato, 
anda Chinese steward) or the Consular 
ort clearance from any Consulate in 
yhai, were not forthcoming. Mr. 
‘Tapp, aftr anking him where h was bound, 
and receiving an answer to the effect that 
the vessel was going to Tientain, then said 
it was his intention to take the ship back to 
Shanghai, At this the captain manifested 
considerable surprise. After saying at firat 
that he was waiting for his papers, and also 
fora mate, who was to be sent by Mr. 
‘Maller, he said that the ship had beon sold 
a few hours before leaving Shanghai to the 
Swedish flag, and that ho'did not under- 
stand what right Mr. Tapp had to inter- 
fore. He also gave ortiers to the second mate 
and the crew that they were not to assist 
in weighing anchor and working the ship, 
but eventually the men from the Iron 
Duke and the Japanese succeeded in 
getting the anchors up and lashing the tow- 
boat alongside. ‘The captain throughout 
the whole proceedings exhibited, perhaps 
not. unnaturally, a sprit of opposition. 
Mr. Tapp asked Captain Roberts whether 
he would take the ship in tow. and..pilot 
her to Shanghai, and on his answering in 
tho affirmative, the vessel was given over 
to his chargo, while two seamen of the Iron 
Dude steered the barque, which started for 
this port about 9.30. She proceeded safely, 
and was lashed temporarily alongside’ the 
wharf at the Naval Yard, and left in chargo 
of the potty officer of the Zron Duke and 
‘the five seamen from that man-of-war. 
They were relieved on Saturday morning 
by an officer and some men from-H.MLS.~ 
Lapwing, Commander W. G. Scott, who 
ofdered the ship to be moored in the stream 
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on a. Harbour just off the Yard, 
two men-of-war's men being left on board 
in charge. Later in ‘the day it was 
decided that application should be made 
to the Customs to moor her in the Upper 
Reach, where sho could be placed under the 
‘control of H.M.S. Lapwing. The captain, 
however, refused to allow Captain 
of the Rocket to move her, and Mr. 
eventually went down and had her brought 
to the desired berth by the tug and with 
the assistance of coolies. While the vessel 
was being unmoored from the Naval 
Yard, Mr. Méller came on board 
and. told Mr. ‘Tapp that he would see 
what right he had to act in the 
manner he bad done with to the 
vessel, and that as she had been sold to 
the German flag nine days ago she was 
no longer a British ship. Just before Mr. 
Méller's arrival a lieutenant and boat's 
crow from H.M.S, Lapwing came on board 
the Oscar Vidal, and remained there, 
giving overy assistance until the ship was 
properly moored. Mr. Tapp then handed 
over the vessel to the master and with- 
drow with the lioutenant and seamen of 
the British gunboat, informing the 
captain at tho'same time that he must not 
attempt to take the vessel to sea; if he 
id a0, tho proceedings would be repeated. 

‘A Court of Enquiry was opened yester- 
day ab H.ME.'s Consulate, and was adjourned 

to-day.
